Power Not 
Enough, Says 
Mr. Johnson

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson says there is a 
real limit to power because the 
United States has the means of 
unlimited destruction "but we 
do not have the power alone to 
make peace." 


In a speech Sunday on Cana- 


dian soil, Johnson declared: 


"Only when those who pro- 


mote aggression agree to reason 
will the world know again the 
blessings of peace." 


The President's address fol- 


lowed a meeting with Canadian 
Prime Minister Lester B. Pear- 
son at which the two leaders 
discussed the Viet Nam war and 
other matters. 


Johnson flew to Canada after 


a "nonpolitical" weekend stump 
through upper New York and 
New England. 


The President and Pearson

pobello Island, New Brunswick,

Roosevelt had a summer home

It was 
in the marrow of his soul and I 
never saw him more grieved 
than when reports came from 
the War Department of Ameri- 
can casualties in a major battle. 


"But he led this nation coura- 


geously in combat — not for 
war's sake, but because 
he 


knew that beyond the war lay 


the larger hopes of man. 


"The 
history of mankind Is 


the history of conflict and agony 
and of wars and rumors of war. 
And there still is the cruel reali- 
ty that some men still believe in 
force and try to impose their 
will on others by aggression."

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Forests for the Future 


U.S. consumption of wood products is skyrocketing with <J 
major share of rising demand accounted for by a "paper 
explosion." More and more paper is being used for more 
and more purposes—for publications, for disposables in 
homes and industry, for office copying and electronic 
data processing equipment, and even for clothing. Cur- 
rent consumption is estimated at some 51 million tons a 
year, about 520 pounds for every American, and grow- 
ing. To meet the increasing demand on the nation's tim- 
ber resources, forest genetics experts are turning to the 
same scientific techniques that in the past have yielded 
better corn, wheat, cotton and many other agricultural 
advances. The process of developing strains of supertrees 
tc meet the needs of the future already is well under way. 


Cross-pollination 
is accomplished 
by 


wrapping plastic bags filled with pollen 
from superior "male" pine flowers around 
"female" flowers. The bag keeps out wind- 
carried pollen from inferior tree's, result- 
ing in a cone containing superior seed for 
nursery planting. 


Genetic control developed this stand of 
perfect pines, destined to reach heights 
of nearly 70 feet, at the Alabama nur- 
sery of a major wood pulp producer, Kim- 
berly-Clark Corp. 


This crop of seedling pines, the end product of grafting 
and cross-pollinating superior trees, will be transplanted 
in cut-over forest areas. By the time the new trees are 
mature and ready to harvest, in 30 years, U.S. demand 
is expected to be more than double the present.

Satellite 
Tells Science 
Many Things

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— Biologists may not have the 
stamina to swim behind whales, 
romp through African jungles 
chasing 
elephants 
or 
stomp 


around frigid Arctic regions aft- 
er polar bears. But they have 
found a friend to do it for them 
— an orbiting satellite. 


Stalking animals will become 


one of many chores for the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration's versatile Nim- 
bus weather satellites, starting 
with Nimbus 3 to be launched 
late next year. 


Biologists 
and 
conserva- 


tionists want to know 
more 


about 
migratory 
habits 
of 


beasts to prevent animal spe- 
cies from becoming extinct and 
help them learn what secret 
migratory sense steers animals 
to 
destinations 
hundreds 
of 


miles away. They want answers 
to questions like: 


How do migrating sea turtles 


find Ascension Island? Where 
do certain animals go which 
disappear for months at a time? 
Do animals navigate by the sun, 
stars 
or 
perhaps 
magnetic 


waves? 


The navigation system used 


by whales or sea turtles could 
be used to steer submarines. 
Whatever 
guides 
ducks 
and 


geese southward in winter and 
north in summer may be useful 
to aircraft. The caribou's sys- 
tem may aid guidance methods 
for land vehicles. 


Biologists working with the 


Smithsonian Institution plan to 
attach special electronic pack- 
ages to large land animals when 
Nimbus 3 orbits the globe. The 
devices are to beam signals that 
will permit the satellite to plot 
the animals' location at least 
twice daily to an accuracy of 1 
'/2 miles. 


Plans call for the packs to be 


attached first to large animals, 
such as elephants, whales, tur- 
tles, caribou and polar bears. 
Each 
pack 
weighs about 25 


pounds, 
but researchers for 


NASA's Goddard Space Flight 
Center said they may eventually 
be reduced to about two pounds 
so biologists can get information 
on migratory habits of smaller 
animals as well. 


The devices were developed 


primarily to send weather in- 
formation — temperature, pres- 
sure and humdlty readings — 
from remote ground stations to 
orbiting Nimbus. AS the satellite 
speeds around the Earth, it re- 
lays 
the readings from the 


packs to weathermen to help 
them 
make 
worldwide 
fore- 


casts.

House has voted to cut off funds 
for a multimillion-dollar probe 
of the earth's crust after an Illi- 
nois Republican disclosed that 
the top contractor for the pro- 
ject and his family contributed 
$25,000 to the President's Club. 


Rep. Donald Rumsfeld said 


Thursday the funds were donat- 
ed by the family of contractor 
George R. Brown between the 
time the House originally re- 
jected the costly Project Mohole 
and the time President Johnson 
asked the Senate to restore It. 


The Brown and Root contract- 


ing firm of Houston, Tex., holds 
the prime contract for Mohole 
— estimated by some to eventu- 
ally cost as much as $125 mil- 
lion. About $55 million already 
has been appropriated. 


In its action Thursday, the 


House voted 108-59 to reject a 
Senate 
amendment that would 


have provided $19.7 million to 
carry on the work. 


"Perhaps this is all another 


preposterous 
coincidence," 


Rumsfeld said "in a statement. 
But he added that there 
are 


"too 
many 
'preposterous 


coincidences' " 
involving the 


donations 
to the President's 


Club — one of the Democratic 
party's leading means of raising 
funds. 


Rumsfeld said records show 


that 
Brown's three daughters 


and their husbands contributed 
$23,000 to the club May 13. 
Brown contributed $2,000 May

Poor Man in 
Politics Has 
Rugged Time

WASHINGTON (AP) - Politi-

handwrlnglng, 
some 
Indigna- 


tion, some gloomy forebodings 
about the dwindling chances of 
the poor man In politics. 


This has been happening on 


and off all year in Congress but 
by the time Congress goes home 
It probably will have done noth- 
ing, as it has for years despite 
the cries for reform. 


Just last month Rep. James 


C. Wright Jr., D-Tex., said the 
high cost of campaigning 
is 


making It impossible for any 
but the wealthy — "or the will- 
ing wards of the wealthy" — to 
seek public office. 


And Thursday Sen. Russell B. 


Long, D-La., said unless some- 
thing is done it will be "practi- 
cable only for the rich to seek 
high elective office." 


"Colossal" was Sen. Thruston 


B. Morton's 
word for present 


campaign costs. This Kentucky 
Republican Is his party's cam- 
paign chairman in the Senate. 


Under present law no candi- 


date for the Housei can 
spend 


more than $5,000 In his bid for 
election, no candidate for the 
Senate more than $25,000. 


Wright has said probably ev- 


ery member of Congress has 
knowingly evaded 
the purpose 


of the law limiting election cam- 
paign expenses. 


The present law permits $5,- 


000 contributions to any number 
of committees set up to aid a 
candidate. 


With that in mind, no doubt, 


President 
Johnson 
last May 


asked Congress to reform cam- 
paign 
financing, 
saying 
the 


present $5,000 limit could no 
longer be evaded by "putting 
the maximum amount into dif- 
ferent 
pockets 
of the same 


suit."

1. All candidates and commit- 


tees supporting them for federal

would have to report,

sources of all their campaign 
funds and how the funds are 
spent. 


2. Members of Congress would 


have to disclose all gifts and 
income. 


3. Change existing law and 


make the ceilings on the size of 
contributions to campaigns real- 
ly mean what they say. 


4. Encourage widespread pub- 


lic participation in the financing 
of political campaigns through 
tax deductions of up to $100 for 
campaign contributions. 


This got a cool 
reception. 


Members of Congress have nev- 
er tumbled over one another in 
their 
haste 
to disclose the 


sources of their campaign in- 
come. Chances for passage of 
Johnson's program this year 
look zero. 


Long has a plan for the feder- 


al treasury to pay Uie cost of 
presidential campaigns at the 
rate of $1 a vote.

Mansfield, who has conferred 


several times with Sihanouk on 
visits to Cambodia, said that 
after 
De 
Gaulle's visit the 


prince may be more amenable 
to visit by U.S. roving Ambassa- 
dor W. Averell Harriman. 


Sihanouk 
postponed a pro- 


posed visit by Harriman next 
month 
because 
of 
the U.S. 


bombing of a village which the 
prince claims is In Cambodian 
territory.

%veloped in large measure into 
a boondoggle, with many of the 
jobs 
being given as political 


favors and some of the jobhol- 
ders coming from families which 
hardly needed financial assis- 
tance of any kind. 


When Congress began to probe 


into charges that the program was 
being mismanaged, it sought'the 
,'>jnes of the workers. Postal of- 
i'cials refused the demand, tak- 
, ing refuge in a postal regulation 
which forbids publication of em- 
ployee lists or information con- 
cerning pay and work designation, 
The names later were released 
by the Department with the lame 
explanation 
that summer had 


passed and young people were no 
longer on its payroll. 
. The request for the informa- 
"on came not from newspaper- 
men nor from an interested tax- 
payer, but from Congress, which 
was told, in effect, to mind its 
own business. Neither national 
defense nor foreign policy was 
even remotely involved, so there 
were no possible reasons why 
the names of public employees, 
whose pay came from tax mon- 
w, could not be made public. 
"The Post Office Department 
deliberately resorted to its in- 
terpretation of one of its own 
regulations to deny legitimate in- 
formation and to avoid an em- 
barrassing situation. This kind of 
subterfuge would be forbidden in 
the freedom of information bill 
passed Wednesday by the Senate 
and on which House action is 
.nromised early next year. The 
ftgislation provides that all in- 
formation about the Government 
is to be made available to the 
public unless explicitly permitted 
to be kept secret by exemptions 
set forth in the bill. House ap- 
proval and the President's sig- 
nature are all that is required 
now to break down the wall of 
secrecy which some federal agen- 
aies 
have erected to conceal

(AP) — For the second straight 
day, giant Air Force B52 bomb'

South Viet Nam today. 


One formation of the B52s 


bombarded a Viet Cong base 
only 45 miles east of Saigon, 
Another wave of the elght-en« 
gined jets struck an enemy 
training and resupply camp 120 
miles southwest of Saigon. 


A lull continued in the ground 


fighting. Only small, scattered 
patrol

While the B52s were hitting

American pilots flew 102 mis- 


sions over North Viet Nam Sun- 
day, hitting at four missile sites 
around Hanoi, six oil storage 
depots and other targets. 


Fliers repor*ed they damaged . 


three of the lour surfa«e^o«<ili'' 
missile sites attacked. One site 
was nine miles south of the 
North Vietnamese capital and 
another was 10 miles southwest 
of Hanoi. 


The U.S. fliers also claimed 


they damaged or destroyed 15 
bridges, 26 supply buildings, 64 
trucks, seven antiaircraft gun 
positions, 28 boxcars and 15 
barges.
